That cleaning composition was made from a 
polymer sold by Hexcel Corporation of Cahfomia having a shore A hardness of 50-60, in 
combination with an aggregate formed of a single type of silica sand. 
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That product was made by the following process: First, the Part A and Part B of the 
polymer were mixed together and the aggregate was then added to that mixture. That mixture

was then poured into molds and allowed to set for about four hours. The mold was then 
released and the product allowed to cure for 5 days.
